FREE TRADE FOR IRELAND. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 27.—The 
committee on the organization of Na- 
tional Irish League elected Michael 
Boland, of Kentucky, chairman. After 
a protracted debate a sub-committee 
was appointed to draft a constitution to 


be submitted to the full committee to- 
morrow morning. Col. Boland, a mem- 
ber of the Land League Committee, is 
chairman. This 1s regarded as indicat- 
ing the adoption of the Land League 
policy in the national reorganization. 
Devoy said he antagonized the dyna- 
mite business or Rossa policy. The 
most important question before the 
committee to-night was the second reso- 
lution of the printed programme to the 
effect that free trade for Iteland is above 
all things to be demanded. 


A LETTER FROM 8. 8S. COX READ. 
April 27.-—It was 
nearly 11 o’clock before the Iris® Na- 
tional Convention assembled this morn- 
ing. Reading the minutes was dis- 
pensed with. Dr. O’Reiliy announced 
that the committee on resolutions had 
prepared their report but was not yet 
ready. The present chairman of the 
committee on organization said the com- 
mittee on organization would not be 
ready to report until after the commit- 
tee on resolutions had reported. After 
long debate the committee on organiza- 
tion has not been able to agree on the 
number of officers for the National 
League and as to its exact schemes and 


government. The Secretary then read 
by unanimous consent a communication 
from 5. 8S. Cox of New York, congratu- 
lating the convention on what it had 
achieved and declaring that it was im- 
possible for Ireland to remain under 
the British Government. A _ vote of 
thanks was then passed to Cox. Father 
Boyland, of Ireland, and Father Agnew 
addressed the convention, congratulat- 
ing it upon its temperate action and de- 
claring England and Scotland would be 
the first to feel the effects of any intem- 
perate action. At twenty minutes to 
twelve recess was taken for two hours 
to await the reports of committees. 

The reading of the report was punc- 
tuated by hearty applause. At the ar- 
raignment of the English Government 
in the first resolution the entire Con- 
vention rose and cheered. 

Chadwick moved that the resolutions 
be discussed and disposed of seriatim. 
Brown, of St. Louis, moved, as a sub- 
stitute, that they be adopted as read. 
Finerty, of Chicago, hoped the gen- 
tleman who moved the substitute would 
have the decency to withdraw his mo- 
tion. He was opposed to putting court- 
plaster on a carbuncle. He appealed to 
Brown to withdraw his substitute for 
the sake of Ireland, and said he (Fin- 
erty) would move to lay it down on the 
table if not withdrawn; Brown should 
not be actuated by a desire for a parti- 
san triumph. 

Brown declined to withdraw his 
tion.

DEATH ON THE RAIL. 


Three Killed andjTen Woundedon a 


Michigan Railroad, 

Dernorr, April 27.—A terrible collis- 
ion ocenrred this morning on the Chi- 
cago and Grand Trunk Railroad, near 
Olivet Station, between the regulur pas- 
senger train moving west and a freigit 
train following it. The air-brakes at- 
tached to the passenger train did nui 
work successfully and the train was 
stopped at the foot of a light grade ard 
a signal sent back to the freight train, 
which was a heavy one. For soe rea- 
son it passed the signal andrushe? s'ong 
into the rear end of the passenger train, 
severing into fragments two Pualiman 
coaches. - The conductor of the sleeper 
car and two or three passengers were 
killed by the collision. Ten or a dozen 
persons were seriously injured. 
Further particulars from the scene of 
the disaster report the air brakes on 
the passenger train did not work pro 
erly. The train stopped at the foot of a 
slight grade, and a signal was 
sent back to a heavy freight train 
which was following. For some 
reason the freight did not pay attention 
to the signal, and the train thundered 
on into the rear of the passenger, shiv- 
ering two Pullmans into fragments. 
Three persons were killed outright— 
Conductor H. J. Wall, of Montreai; H. 
Reeyer, of Englewood, N. J., and John 
W. Higgins, traveling agent of the boot 
and shoe firm of H. P. Baldwin & Co., 
of Detroit. Ten more are reported in- 
jured, some, it is feared, fatally. Their 
names are not yet ascertained.

IS HE INSANE. 


De. F. M. Shaw Examined and Com. 
mitted for Lunacy. 

There was a case in Justice Ling’s court 
yesterday, which had a termination very 
different from what was expected by the 
complainant in the case. Mr. Frederick 


M.Shaw and his neighbor, E. W. Doss, 
have Lad some trouble, and a few days 
since, Mr. Shaw took his gun and went 
down to Mr. Doss’s to settle matters. 
The parties both live; in the Laurel 
canyou in the Cabuenga range, and Mr. 
Shaw is obliged to pass through Mr. 
Doss’s place to get to or away from his 
own. Itseems Mr. Doss has made objec- 
tion to Shaw’s passing through, and 
blocked up the way, besides having two 
bull @ogs which more effectually barred 
the way. What Shaw proposed to do with 
his gun does not appear, as Doss went 
into his house and came out with 
his gun and Shaw took refuge behind 
a tree, and contented himself with 
talking at his enemy until he thought it 
safe to beat a retreat, when he did so, and 
then had Doss arrested for threatening 
to him. Dd¥s’s defense was that 
Shaw was insane and he asked that Shaw 
be examined for lunacy. He was accord- 
ingly taken into the Superiour Court, ex- 
amined and declared insane, and a com- 
mitment made out. That Mr. Shaw is 
eccentric no one will attempt to deny, 
but that he is insane and that it is 
necessary that he should be confined in a 
lunatic asylum but few will admit. He 
is a hard-working, peaceably disposed old 
man, who if left alone will injure no one. 
He has a great penchant for writing and 
has written frequently some very readable 
articles, some of which have appeared in 
the Times, and while the sentiments may 
have been oddly expressed they have been 
marked with good sense, at least. One 
of the things brought up in his 
examination was that he was mar- 
ried by telegraph to a lady in New 
Jersey, with whom he had little or no ac- 
quaintance. The marriage proved a happy 
one, however performed, and the couple 
have lived harmoniously together to the 
presenttime. The following note, written 
by Dr. Shaw, was handed a TrmEs reporter 
laatevening, and, while it shows a griev- 
ance and a disregard of the rules of 
grammar, no one can charge from reading 
the note, that the writer is insane or a 
lunatic. It is given just as it was written, 
verbatim: 


SHAW’S STATEMENT. 


This matter of E. W. Doss is old enough 
to be understood. e land Iam on he 
always coveted. The officers at the U. 8. 
Land Office in Los Angeles know that he 
wished to file on my land, and would have 
contested my claim if there had been any 
show to beat me out of it. 
I went in there before him and held 
both claims fora year, and then gave 
them a choice of the two springs. But 
because I ceased to serve them they be- 
came offended. Every one knows I 
have worked hard and against terrible 
odds. I have worn out nine axes, five 
mattocks and four pieks in making roads 
and clearing land, paid some debts I owed 
when I went on the place. Earned five 
horses, three of which died and two have 
been stolen. Probably Doss knows by 
whom. WhenI had Mrs. Cadwell there 
to treat Doss wrote to her son to influence 
him to to take her away. Doss tried to 
get a commission of lunacy to send me to 
the asylum before I proved up; now he 
wants me out of the way to enable him to 
steal my railroad land andgthat of Mr, 
Oliver Johnson.

THE NEW GRAIN-BUG. 


In yesterday’s Times was some 
mention-of a new insect pest which 
‘has made its appearance in the grain- 
fields of this State, being seen as far 
south as Monterey county. It appears 
that the “bull” element in the San 
Francisco Produce Exchange 1s al- 
ready making capital out of theal- 
leged ravages of this new species of 
grain-bug. The alarmists declare that 
if it becomes general throughout the 
State the crop will be entirely swept 
away, and they add to the effect 
of their talk by the. vague rumors 
of the voracity of the bug 
and its’ rapid propagation. The 
San Francisco Chronicle remarks that 
if this insect pest is what these croak- 
ers declare it to be, then there is just 
cause of alarm; but it will be well to 
wait for intelligence from the great 
wheat-growing valleys before pinning 
one’s faith to these rumors. 

The San Jose Herald, disyuieted by 
vague reports of destruction by the 
new grain pest, has taken measures 
to get the facts in the case. It seems 
that a fifty-acre field of wheat near 
that city has been infested with the 


pest, the blades of grass turning yel- 


low and looking as though. scorched 
by a long drought. The insect at 
first is a small dark louse, but in a 
day. or two it develops into a 
fly with gauzy wings, somewhat like 
those seen on cabbage-leaves and rose- 
bushes. A stalk of wheat, the blades 
of which were well covered with the 
pest, was taken to Professor Norton, 
of the San José Normal School. He 
declared that the pest was the ap/is 
arena, a Vegetable louse which propa- 
gates once a year and increases many 
thousand fold. if left to themseives 
they would rapidly eat up everything 
green in the country, but fortunately 
they have ‘many enemies, chief of 
which is the chrysopa, a green beetle, 
that lays larve which prey upon 
the «aphis. The larve, when, once 
hatched’ out liberally, may 
counted on to devour all the lice and 
flies, and a singular fact is that 
they invariably appear soon after the 
wheat pest. Professor Norton said 
that a few fields of wheat might be 
destroyed, but the beetles could be 
counted on to keep the pest from 
spreading. He also declared that he 


be 


"had found the same pest in Humboldt 


county a few years ago. 

Of course, as our San Froncisco co- 
temporary observes, the only test of this 
theory is experience. A few days will 
demonstrate whether the insect is to 
have its own way or whether its rav- 
ages will be confined to certain local- 
ities. Meanwhile it is idle for farmers 


-to become alarmed at the prospect, 


and it is well for the general public to 
take the assertions of the speculators 
with many grains of allowance. 


Tourists—members of the Boston 
excursion party—now in the city, 
make complaint of the quahty of the 
fruit served to them at one or more of 
our hotels. They say that in the item 
of oranges they have becn unable to 
get any sweet ones without going out 


into the orchards for them, 
and naturally think ‘that in 
an orange country’ this is 


“pretty rough.’ There is, we fear 
too much ground for these complaints. 
Where good, sweet oranges are abund, 
ant and cheap, as in Los. Angelcs, 


there is no good excuse for hotel and 


bearding-house keepers feeding their 
guests on wind-falls and sour fruit. 
So with other fruit in its season: the 
best procurable in the market ought 
to be served on the table. It will pay 
hotel men to do it. The impressions 
of the quality of our fruits which tour- 
ists carry away with them are of no 
little consequence, and—go far towards 
fixing its standard in the Eastern mar- 
kets, upon which we have to depend to 
a large extent. |

He made inquiries as to the 
numbering. and naming of streets, and 
says there must be no duplicate numbers 
on houses or two or more streets of the 
same name in the city.

Of course nothing has been determined 
upon definitely as yet, but“the probabil- 
ities are that the city will be allotted five 
and maybe six carriers, and that the 
district to be served will extend from 
the Southern Pacific depot on _ the 
north to the junction of Spring and 
Main, at Tenth street, on the south, 
and from Pearl street on the west and in- 
cluding the thickly settled portions of the 
city, down to the river, to or a little below 
First street, then perhaps running along 
San Pedro or Los Angeles to Fifth, and 
below Fifth the line will probably be Main 
street. 

Mr. Smith favors beginning the system 
during the month of June if arrange- 
ments can possibly be made so soon, that 
the machinery may be gotten into good 
running order before the beginning of the 
quarter, when most persons who will be 
served will give up their boxes. - He also 
suggests that the people must not expect 
too much at first, as there are liable to 
be mistakes made and delays occasioned 
at the beginning.

There is still a 
need of other masts, and they will un- 
doubtedly be put up, but the present sys- 
tem gives eminent satisfaction. Mr. How- 
land, the Superintendent of the works in 
this city, to learn how the light was 
viewed by the officials and promi- 
nent citizens of the city, sent 
to many such requests that they give him 
their opinion of the light. He has re- 
ceived twenty-four replies, and all vie 
with each other in praise of the new 
light. A peculiarity of this light—and 
this feature is particularly dwelt upon by 
most of those who have expressed their 
opinion—is that it shows to better advan- 
tage in wet or foggy weather than in 
bright, clear weather. The darker or 
more foggy the weather, the better the 
light. In fact, it shines out strongest 
when most needed. 

The light is also an attractive feature to 
all visitors, and Los Angeles has had 
many gratuitous advertisements by their 
writing from here fe.friends elsewhere. 
The light can be especially recommended 
for San Francisco and other places on the 
bay where fogs are frequent.
